County Has Had 
No Fatal Traffic 
Accident In ’42 


Coffee County is one of the 29 
counties in Alabama which so far 
have reported none of the 121 
fatal traffic accidents occurring 
in Alabama this year, 

Last year traffic fatalities in 
Cofiee County numbered seven, 
according to reports reaching the 
State Department of Public Safe- 
ty in Montgomery. 

An appeal to the motorists and 
pedestrians of Coffee County for 
continued cooperation in helping 
to prevent automobile accidents 
of the type which killed 753 per- 
sons in Alabama last year was is- 
sued by Major James F, Braw- 
ner, director of the department, 

‘J hope the people of Coffee 
County maintain the fine record 
they have set so far this year,” 
Director Brawner said, “Last year 
Clay and Lawrence Counties re- 
ported no traffic deaths for any 
day in the year and their record 
so far this year is spotless. We 
hope that many counties will join 
them on the 1942 honor roll.”

Unexpected Death 
Of John Bonneau 
Is Great Shock 


No death in many months in 
this vicinity has caused more 
widespread sorrow than the sud- 
den passing on last Wednesday 
evening of John M, Bonneau, 

Mr. Bonneau, who was 55 years 
of age, was a life-long resident of 
Coffee County, having been born 
at Victoria on January 25, 1887. 
He was the son of the late Dr, 
W. H. Bonneau and Mrs, Annie 
Connelly Bonneau, While a small 
boy he moved to Blba with his 
parents and after reaching young 
manhood secured a job in a hard- 
ware store here, then operated by 
the late J, B. Edwards. 

After a few years, he became 
part owner and manager of the 
business and through the years 
the establishment, Bonneau-Jeter 
Hardware Company, has become 
one of the largest in this section. 
In addition to the large hardware 
and furniture business, the com- 
pany operates funeral parlors in 
Blba and Brantley. He was wide- 
ly known throughout the county 
and this section of the state and 
numbered his friends by the hun- 
dreds, 

Although he had been suffering 
from a heart ailment for several 
months his death came unexpect- 
edly. He complained of not feel- 
ing’ well Wednesday morning and 
remained in bed. Still no uneast- 
ness was felt as to his condition.

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WORKERS 
PROJECTS 


COUNTY COUNCIL 
PLAN THREE 
Three subjects of prime impor- 
tance were discussed at the 
monthly meeting of the County 
Council of Workers held in New 
Brockton, 

These were plans for increasing 
space in the county schools in 
order to accommodate the in- 
crease in population due to near- 
by army camp construction, The 
plans, still in the formulative 
stage, were introduced by Coun- 
ty Superintendent A, C, Duna- 
way, who is president of the 
council, 

Probate Judge J. W. Brock an- 
nounced that arrangements had 
been made for a new highway 
from Enterprise to Daleville, 
thence to join the Bee Line High- 
way near Newton, This will give 
an outlet road between Enterprise 
and Ozark, as the highway now 
in use will be closed to civilian 
traffic. 

The third project was the erec- 
tion of a health center in Enter- 
prise, where public health work 
will be maintained in its various 
fields and services to the public, 
Mayor J. L. Warren has announc- 
ed that a location for the center 
would be donated by the City. 

Two speakers from the State 
Health Department appeared on 
the program, Dr, Clark, Chief of 
the Bureau of Inspection of Foods 
and Drugs, advised that empha- 
sis be placed on the personal 
health and cleanliness of food 
handlers, proper equipment and 
skill in its use. This is urgent 
during the period of inflated pop- 
ulation. 

Dr. Owen of the Department of 
Sanitation, reminded his hearers 
that poor sanitation is a danger 
to both defense workers and sol- 
diers and that time for prepara- 
tion is short. He promised the co- 
operation of the State Depart- 
ment with the public and local 
authorities in a program of safe 
sanitation. 

Every worker present pledged 
a definite contribution from his 
department to the war effort. 


HOG PRODUCTION STRESSED 
AT MIXSONS CROSS. ROADS 


“A hog saved is many mouths 
fed, either civilians or soldiers,” 
says F. H. Morgan, vocational ag- 
ricultural (outside) teacher, con- 
nected with the high school in 
New Brockton. 

Mr. Morgan and the other six 
vocational teachers in Coffee 
County are working day and night 
to encourage and assist the far- 
mers in the production of meat, 
peanuts, gardens and other prod- 
ucts included in the National De- 
fense program. 

In conclusion concerning the 
hogs followed a meeting with him 
Tuesday night of eight farmers 
from the Mixsons Cross Roads 
and New Hope communities when 
120 hogs were vaccinated against 
cholera, using 4,200 cc of serum 
and 250 ce of virus, 

According to estimate, the hogs 
by fall will weigh 24,000 pounds 
and be worth $2,640. “Farm in- 
comes will be increased at least 
one-fourth this year,” said Mr. 
Morgan, “if production of foods 
is increased according to plan.” 
Group meetings are held for dis- 
cussion and instruction.

MONTGOMERY, March 15,— 
Death early Saturday morning 
brought to an end the remarka- 
ble career of David Bibb Graves, 
twice governor of Alabama and 
dominant candidate in a field of 
six for the third term nomination, 
He died of a heart seizure in his 
cottage at Sarasota, Fla,, where 
he had gone with Mrs. Graves to 
convalesce from operations per- 
formed early in the year at Johns 


Hopkins Hospital,

Col, Graves left Johns Hopkins 
on Feb. 19. At Sarasota he sought 
warm sun and rest to fit him for 
the campaign ahead, He had 
convalesced rapidly and had par- 
ticipated actively in plans for a 
statewide rally in Montgomery on 
March 21, when he was to have 
announced his platform, 

Took Long Walk 


Dr, T. L, Matthews, Sarasota 
physician, who attended him 
there, said Col. Graves took a 


long walk on Friday and retired 
that night in high spirits, At 2 
o'clock Saturday morning Mrs. 
Graves was awakened by her hus- 
band’s heavy breathing. She cal- 
ed Dr. Matthews. Col. Graves 
died a short time after his arri- 
val. 

Technically death was ascribed 
to embolism, the lodgement of a 
clot in the blood stream, 

Col. Graves was inaugurated 
Governor of Alabama for the first 
time in January, 1927. The Ala- 
bama constitution prevents a 
Governor’s reelection for consecu- 
tive terms. Col, Graves ran again 
and was elected in 1934. He was 
the first to be elected twice to 
the governorship of Alabama. 

But for his death, it was ap- 
parent to political observers that 
the “Little Colonel’’ was headed 
for a third term in accord with 
his motto, “Keep On Keeping 
On,” 

Had Col. Graves lived he would 
have been 69 years old on April 
1, The years were crowded ones 
and the third term as governor 
was to have been the crowning 
achievement of a life devoted to 
public service. 

In 1939 Col. Graves, a few 
months out of the Governor's 
chair, declined appointment as 
assistant secretary of agriculture 
under Henry A. Wallace, Two 
factors entered into his refusal— 
devotion to the home front and 
the continuing fight for freight 
rate parity for southern shippers 
which he had instituted while 
Governor, 

His death left five candidates 
in the race for the Democratic 
gubernatorial nomination in the 
May 5 primary. While no public 
comment was made, political cir- 
cles agreed that turmoil likely 
would be the immediate effect. 

Several other candidates can- 
celled weekend speaking engage- 
ments and joined officials and or- 
dinary citizens in paying tribute 
to Graves, “Humanitarian,” 
“Champion of the Underprivi- 
leged,” “Builder,” and similar 
words and phrases appeared in 
almost every public statement, 
some of which came from those 
who had been political opponents. 

“He was a champion of the un- 
deerprivileged, of education, of 
the advancement of social wel- 
fare,” said Goy. Frank M. Dixon, 
while Senator Lister Hill declared 
that “Bibb Graves was Alabama’s 
great humanitarian governor; his 
guiding principle was the contin- 
uous responsibility of government 
for human welfare.” 

Born In 1873 

Col. Graves was born on a farm 
in Montgomery County April 1, 
1873. His father died when the 
future governor was but a year 
old and he was reared by his 
grandfather, Russell Graves. He 
attended public schools in Texas 
while living with an uncle, but re- 
turned to graduate from the Uni- 
versity of Alabama in 1893, Later 
he attended the University of 
Texas, and received a law degree 
from Yale in 1896. 

He entered politics in early life, 
serving as a member of the State 
House, as adjutant general, and

GRAVES HELD MONDAY 


MONTGOMERY, March 16.— 
Funeral services for former Gov- 
ernor David Bibb Graves were 
held in the Capital City this 
(Monday) morning at 11 o'clock. 

Hundreds called at the home on 
South McDonough Street Sunday 
to pay their respects and express 
their loss. 

Messages of condolence which 
continued to be received by Mrs. 
Graves were from persons in lit- 
erally every walk of life, from the 
President of the United States to 
a group of former convicts who 
paid tribute to the memory of the 
man who had extended them a 
helping hand. The home was filled 
with floral tributes, 

Besides the tributes and ex- 
pressions of sorrow conveyed in 
floral designs and telegrams, there 
were thousands of other expres- 
sions of loss, no less sincere even 
if less audible, from one end of 
Alabama to the other. A man who 
had twice been Governor of Ala- 
bama naturally had many friends 
among the high and mighty of 
the land, but the grief over the 
passing of Bibb Graves was by no 
means confined to the elite. Back 
in remote areas, the humblest la- 
boring man or one-horse farmer, 
felt the loss of a friend. 

Funeral services were conduct- 
ed by the Rev. J. Emmett Moore, 
pastor of the First Christian 
Church, Dr. O. P. Spiegel, of the 
Cloverdale Christian Church, and 
the Rey. L. L. Gwaltney, of Bir- 
mingham. Burial was in Green- 
wood cemetery. The Capitol was 
closed during the hour of the 
service.

After meeting several times 
and discussing ways in which they 
could help to produce more food 
for the nation, the farmers in the 
Victoria area under supervision 
of Kk, P. Geiger, vocational agri- 
culture teacher, decided to treat 
their hogs and thereby not run 
the risk of losing them. During 
the past two weeks some 20 far- 
mers have taken part in treating 
their hogs, using 10,000 cc of se- 
rum and 650 ce of virus. 

It is estimated that by fall 
these hogs will weigh 50,000 Ibs, 
and at present market price for 
number one hogs, will be worth 
$5,750 to the farmers. 

Not only through hogs are the 
farmers~trying to increase their 
food production for this year, 
Sach farmer has started a better 
garden in which he will produce 
enough food for his family. Some 
ten farmers have purchased suf- 
ficient improved corn seed to 
plant 30 acres, ‘This corn will be 
kept pure and be used in the 
community for planting purposes 
next year, 

More than 3,000 baby chicks 
have been placed in the commu- 
nity for the purpose of supply- 
ing eggs for the family and mar- 
ket. Many other crops in the 
community are being increased by 
treating seed and using better 
fertilizer, It is planned for the 
farmers to increase their income 
for this year by one-fourth. 

Group meetings are held every 
other Wednesday in the commu- 
nity in which plans are worked 
out for the farmers, Any far- 
mer who is not taking part in 
these meetings should join the 
other farmers in their food for 
victory program.

After 35,000 miles of sailing on 
the seven seas, three months in 
constant danger with no arms to 
protect them except a pistol! that 
their bullets didn’t fit, the 38 
members of an American freight- 
er docked at New York two weeks 
ago, 

Among the men aboard was M, 
R,. Morris, son of Mr, and Mrs. 
Cc. B. Morris, of Enterprise, who 
spent several days of the present 
week here visiting his parents 
and his sister, Mrs, D, 8S, Currie, 

The tale of his odyssey rivals 
that of noted adventurers in song 
and story. War had not been de- 
clared when the ship, with a con- 
signment of arms for the pres- 
ent battle area of the Pacific, 
sailed from New York seven 
months ago, 

Southward they journeyed to 
Trinadad, ten miles off the coast 
of Venezuela, in the Atlantic 
ocean, where some supplies were 
taken on, This done, they drop- 
ped below the three peaks of the 
island, discovered by Columbus in 
1498, passed the “Pigeon Breast” 
of South America, and sailing ever 
Southeast, rounded the Cape of 
Good Hope , southernmost point 
of Africa, and came into the wa- 
ters of the Indian Ocean, 

Up the Red Sea they went, to 
Suez, where the ship took on a 
load of manganese. 

“While in Suez, some of us 
went sightseeing in Egypt,’ said 
Mr. Morris. “We saw the ancient 
cities, the busy centers of trade, 
and took a look at the Sphinx and 
Pyramids, near Cairo in the val- 
ley of the Nile, I chipped a tiny 
piece of stone off a pyramid to 
bring to my daughter in Mem- 
phis, Tenn,” 

“Entering the Arabian Sea, our 
next stop was in India. We spent 
ur leave shopping in the quaint 
shops where the merchant sits on 
his showcase and spreads his 
wares around him. If you want 
to buy something, all right. If 
not, he doesn't give a how-de-do. 

“Then came December 7, and we 
were headed for Singapore with 
a& cargo so heavy we dared not 
travel faster than eight miles an 
hour, The gray ore, adding its 
weight to the cargo already 
aboard, sank the boat so low that 
water stood above our ankles, 
During the weeks of tortuous sail- 
ing (we zig-zagged all the time 
to avoid the danger of the regu- 
lar lanes of travel) our feet and 
legs became as red as lobsters 
from the saltwater, the skin chaf- 


‘fed of in spots and our toenails 


turned black. At last the freighter 
reached Singapore and exchanged 
the greater part of its load for 
rubber and tin. 

“What is, or was, the most 
beautiful city in the world,’’ said 
this seasoned, 45-year-old naviga- 
tor, who in his years of going to 
and fro, has not missed many 
places. 

“We were a day out from Sing- 
apore on our return, when all hell 
broke loose there. At our next 
stop the docks and ship were un- 
der bombardment. Two of us had 
walked away down the railroad 
tracks, looking at the sights. We 
lay low until things quieted down. 
Our vessel was not damaged and 
we put out to sea again.” 

Deciding not to visit Honolulu, 
as originally planned, they re- 
turned by another route, coasting 
along the sandy beaches and flats 
of Northern Australia. 

“The danger was ever present. 
Everyone knew that death was a 
close and constant spectre that 
might at any moment change to 
grim reality. Boards were nailed 
to empty casks to make rafts. 
Men did their sleeping in the life- 
boats. Three months of such life 
tried men’s souls.. We finally 
passed through the Panama Canal 
and at long last, sighted the Stat- 
ue of Liberty and were in New 
York harbor, Home! We knelt 
and kissed the soil in our relief 
and joy! 

“I have seen plenty,” said the 
sailor home from the sea. ‘Things 
beyond the telling, and am so glad 
to be at home again with my 
family.” 

“You are done with the sea?” 
was suggested. 

“You can bet not,’ was the 
quick answer, “As soon as we can 
get a better ship, armed for our
